Poor Told Dr . Lenig: Tlier e Was -No 
Tr uth In His Stor y of Self

accused 
in the minds of 


those who have followed the nar­ 


rative of the killing from the first. 


W hile the Sedalia lady did not 


get the facts from 
Poor 
himself, 


she 
received 
them from her hus­ 


band and he had them from 
the 


lips 
of 
the 
unfortunate man, in 


whose cell in the 
Benton 
county 


jail he spent several hours last Sun­ 


day, ministering to 
his 
spiritual 


needs. 
Dr. and 
Mrs. 
Lenig 
went to 


W arsaw Saturday morning, where 


the quarterly meeting of the W a r­ 


saw Methodist 
church 
was 
held 


that afternoon, Dr. Lenig preach­ 


ing in the evening. 
Just as the evening service began 


several pistol shots were heard in 


the 
neighborhood of the county 


jail and many left the church, be­ 


lieving that a 
mob 
was 
taking 


Poor from the jail to mete out sum­ 


mary punishment to him. 


This proved to be a false alarm, 


however. 
While 
the town 
was 


full of excited 
Hickory, 
Benton 


and Polk county men all day Sat- 


turday 
and 
all 
Saturday night, 


Poor was not molested, the mem­ 


bers of the mob giving it out that 


they had consented to let the law 


take its course, assuring the B en­ 


ton and Hickory county sheriffs 


that they would attend to Poor if 


he was not convicted in the courts. 


Sunday 
Poor 
professed 
great 


penitence and asked that a preach­ 


er be sent to his cell. 
Dr. 
Lenig 


and 
Rev. 
Milnes, 
of St. 
Louis, 


who was in Warsaw on business 


connected with an orphans’ home, 


responded and spent several hours 


with Poor, 
returning again Mon­ 


day forenoon. 
Dr. Lenig, in reporting the mat­ 


ter to his wife, said he found Poor 


seemingly 
truly 
repentant, 
and 


willing to confess the whole crime. 


T h e confession he had previously 


made, he says, did not contain all 


the truth, 
and did contain many 


misstatements. 
His 
self-defense 


story was absolutely false. 


One of the most 
glaring 
mis­ 


statements was that he had killed 


Adam s 
in 
self-defense. 
In 
his 


statement in the 
presence of Dr. 


Len ig and R ev, Milnes, Poor said 


his object was to gain possession 


of 
A d a m s’ 
property. 
The mur­ 


dered man, 
when 
the 
two 
left 


Chandler, O k., Poor said, 
had be­ 


tween $35 and $45, 
besides 
the 


wagon and team, 
a good suit of 


clothes and a camping outfit. 
The 


money was a larger sum than Poor 


had ever possessed, and the want 


of it so preyed upon his mind that, 


finding Adams asleep, 
he crushed 


his skull with an ax. 


The money in A d a m s’ 
pocket 


was a sore disappointment to the 
wretch, for, instead of finding the 


i $35 
$45 
expected, 
he was 
able to discover only $12. 


However, he denuded the body 


of his victim, 
appropriating his 


clothes except his boots, which he 


threw over the fence, the finding 


of which afterward is said to have 


established the fact 
that Adams 


was killed in Polk county, and not 
in Hickory. 


But the fact which seems more 


than all others to fasten the guilt 


of murder upon 
Poor developed 


while R ev. Lenig was in his cell 


on Sunday. 
Just as Adams left 


Chandler for his home in Hickory 


county his sister-in-law gave him a 


gold ring as a 
present 
for 
her 


young 
niece, 
the 
daughter 
of 


Adams. 
She 
feared 
the 
man 


might lose this ring, 
and to pre­ 


vent its loss she sewed it securely 


in the lining of A d am s’ pantaloons. 


When it became known in the 


Oklahoma town that A d a m s’ body 


had been found in Missouri, and 


some doubt existed as to the iden­ 


tity of 
his 
slayer, 
this 
woman 


wrote 
to the Benton county of­ 


ficials detailing the 
secreting of 


the ring and urging that Poor’s 


clothing be searched. 


The latter made strong 
objec­ 


tion to this, 
but when the letter 


was read in his presence he wilted, 


consenting to allow the search to 


be made. 


In the vei^ place the Oklahoma 


woman 
said it would be it was 


found. 
/ 


She also^told that the pantaloons 


were too long for Adams, and that 


she had cut them off at the bottom 


and hemmed them up again, g iv ­ 


ing in some detail the appearance 


of these hems. 
A n investigation 


disclosed the absolute certainty of 


the ownership of the garment. 


Poor has a wife not yet 17 years 


old and an infant. 
On Monday 


his wife, 
mother and other rela­ 


tives visited him in jail, the meet­ 


ing between husband and wife be­ 


ing quite affecting. 


Dr. Lenig says Poor 
is

not strong of 
intellect, with 
the 


appearance 
of 
a 
typical 
tough 


character. 
He learned from Poor 


that 
he 
had 
been 
fairly 
well 


raised ; had once been a professing 
Christian, 
but 
does 
not now lay 
claims to any religion. 
The doc­ 
tor expresses great sympathy 
for 
the young wife and aged mother, 
both of whom feel deeply the situ­ 
ation.

IT NEVER HAS BEEN ANSWERED. 
None of the republican casuists 
and platform-makers have attempt­ 
ed to answer the argument of Judge 
Lochren of Minneapolis in the case 
where he decided as to the power 
of congress to legislate for “ our 
new possessions. ” 
The argument, 
says the Chicago Chronicle, has 
not been answered for the reason 
that it is unanswerable. 
Judge Lochren held in substance 
that all the powers of congress are 
derived from the constitution ; that 
congress can legislate only within 
the limit of its power fixed by the 
constitution ; that if there is any 
territory of the United States to 
which the requirements of the con­ 
stitution do not extend congress 
has no constitutional power to leg­ 
islate in regard to its affairs. 
The 
argument is plain and conclusive. 
The constitution demands that 
all duties, imposts and excises shall 
be uniform throughout the United 
States. 
Congress can pass no val­ 
id law establishing one rate of du­ 
ties in one part of the country and 
a different rate in another part of 
the country. 
If 
the 
“ new possessions” are 
not a part of the Ignited States, to 
which this requirement of uniform­ 
ity in legislation applies, congress 
has no power to legislate for them 
at all. 
The constitution applies to the 
“ new possessions” or it does not. 
If it applies congress must make 
all taxes and duties uniform. 
If it 
does not apply 
congress 
has no 
power to make laws for their tax­ 
ation nor for any otiier purpose re­ 
garding their condition.

Christian, u nciv ilized and inhu man 
or not, I am at least going to place 
before y ou . 
“ Kill the wretches b y imported 
diseases ju st as we hav e done with 
the Au stralian 
rabbits and the 
chinch bu gs. 
T ha t’s my solu tion. 
If any body say s that a Chinaman 
is a man and has an immortal sou l, 
that it wou ld be u n-Christian, in­ 
hu man, I say not on y ou r cocoa- 
nu t ! 
The dev ils who killed and 
tortu red women and children in 
Pekin, not hav ing meicy on one of 
them, they and their whole race, 
are not worthy of as mercifu l treat­ 
ment as a chinch bu g. 
“ The golden ru le has nothing to 
do with this. 
There are two parts 
to the Bible, 
and when I read 
abou t su ch atrocities as these, I 
cu rn back to the Old Testament to 
get my proof tex ts.
